in view, for this group of colonies far ex- 
eeed‘in‘ variety and: importance the pros- 
pects ‘of any other dependencies of the-En- 
wish crown, 1t is well to take stock of these

navigation—who, .we say, can: think too 
enthusiastically ofthe future near at hand 
for the Pacific andthe countries which con- 
stitute its basin? It may yet hecome the 
world’s greatest highway. ;' it cannot fail to 
become, the theatre of great events ; and in 
these no other ‘people are valoulated by 
position to play ao leading a part as Austra- 
Tians, - Amid the -merely local, and ‘too 
often paltry, topies and ‘contentions which 
occtipy the publiv mind in these. colonies, ' 
it is well sometimes to expand our view and 
enlarge our hearta: by looking a little abead. 
The apectagle of.a great future, of a noble 
destiny . profféred by nature, ought’ to 
dignify: the spirit-of a people, and that 
even in fits and starts is well. os

THE MARRIAGE OF SCHAFER, THE 
TRAVELLER. 


The following extraordinary narration is 
given by the Obinomuri correspondent of 
the Shames Advertiser (N.Z.). | The writer 
describes his reception by the Maori. chief 
and other incidents, and then proceeds ;— 


“In the course of a few minutes who 
should make his apnearance but that, celé- 
brated individual Mr. Schafer tho great 
pedestrian traveller, who at once commenced | 
a complaint of the treatinent: be had receiv- 
ed at the hands of: Ropata and -his tribe: 
Mr, Richard. Matthews, who was: present 
amongst the visitors, brought his knowledge 
of Maori into use, and explained to Ropata 
the dissatisfaction of Mr.- Schafer. | ‘Ihe 
chief. requested us to adjourn to a more 
commodious building, that the difference 
between himself and Mr, Schafer might be 
discnssud, We adjourned accordingly te .a 
neighbouring whare. Mr. Schafer then 
stated his grievance: as follows :—Tlat he 
had been living amongst the trile fora period 
of two mouths, and that. shortly after his 
atrival in the settlement he had had allot. 
ted to. him a young Maori lady in marriage. 
‘That they had lived very happily together 
until recently, when his-fair lady,: without 
assigning any reason for so doing, expressed 
a wish to leave him. | In- consequence of 
this. she had been taken away by her 
parents, ‘Tho lady in question was then 
sent for-by the chief, and immediately made 
her appearance. She. is a young lady of 
very -modest appearance, and remarkably 
good-looking, She informed usin excellent 
English that her name was Lizzy, that she 
was fifteen years of age, and- that ahe had 
only left ‘school nine months, and that she 
was @ near relative to the chief Ropata, 
After soine discussion, it was decided, with | 
tho concurrence of all present (of which the 
natives formed by far. the larger. portion), 
that a jury should be empannelled, ‘consis- 
ting of four natives and four Europeans, to 
be selected by Mr. Schafer aud his wife res- 
pectively, . Some delay was caused in seluct> 
ing four Maori jurors, as Schafer objected 
to sume of those present. “Jack, a native, 
was appointed interpreter, Lizzy was first 
questioned, and stated as follows :—‘1 don’t | 
wish to live with (Schafer) now. _ He has & 
shaw] of mine. I hava a ring of Schafer’s.’ 
Jn answer to Schafer, she stated that Scha- 
fer had given her father £2, that her father 
had given it to her, aod that she had bought 
a pig h it, which Schafer had helped ‘to 
eat, She’ also stated that Schafer. had 
brought with him when he'came, 14 ewt. of 
flour, 3ib. of tea, 2Ib..of coffee, some can- 
dies, and some cooking. utensils. - Schafer 
admitied havivg given Lizzy the ring. , He 
denied that the pig had been purchased with, 
‘the £2, and alleged that they were still ow- 
ing to him by the girl’s father. The father 
had also in-his possession. a blanket which 
Schafer claimed to have. returned,. and: ex- 
pressed his willingness to leave his wife in 
the settlement upon. having the ring,- the 
£2, the shawl, and cooking utensils’ return-. 
ed, ‘Che father stated that he had given. 
the -blanket to a boatman, for bringing 
Schafer's traps from Shortland to thesettle- 
ment. -Mrs. Ropata said that.as she bad 
cooked for Schafer the whole time ho. had 
been in the settlement, she thouylit she was 
fairly entitled to retain the cooking utensils, 
which were-of'a very trifling-value. From 
further evidence, ‘obtainud somewhat pro- 
imiscuoualy, it appears tha: somé time:back 

cutter hud gotie up to the settlement: in 

: charge of tro Europeans ; that Mrs. Schafer 
had been enticed ou board; that Schafer 
felt proportionately aggrieved, aud went on 
iboard to induce her to return; Dut was una: 
ble to persuade her, A scuffle then ensued 
between Schafer and the men on board ‘the 
cutter, in which “chafer received; as he- al- 
leged, some very serious injuries. A neigh- 
Dbouring chief hearing of this; called ‘toge- 
ther his tribe, and-héld council, when it 
was decided that Schafer had really received 
very slight injury—in. fact, nothing more 
serinua than a smack in the face, The 
council decided -that Schafer should -leaya

him, the chief considering that he (Schafer) 


was a3 legally married, according to the 


Maori custom, as if he had been married b:

ing returned. Before this noted triat took 
place, Mrs. Ropata, we may observe, accus- 

ed the illustrions German stranger of being 
vary partial té ludies’ society, and accounted 
for the disagreement that had- been caused. 
between his wife and himself through jea- 

lousy on her part. Returning to the trial, 

it was shown in the course of evidence that 
Schafer had been supplied with a°whare, 

and that he had fornished nothing towards 
his own aud his wife's sypport beyond the 
few-thinga already mentioned. The jury 
then retired into the open ‘air to “consider 
their verdict, and after a short deliberation 
unanimously decided:—1. That Lizzy 
should retain the ring. 2. That the shawl 
should be returned. 


‘They-also decided that the £2 should not b 
returned.to Schafer, and that. Schafer was 
uot entitled to the blankets ; that Schafer 
should leave the settlement on.the following 
day, and that he ‘shunld be taken by the 
Maories, in a canoe, on board -the steamer 


Clyde. The verdict was delivered in hoth |, 


English-and Maori; and appeared to give 
very general aatiafaction, Tad party then 
adjourned to “Ropata’s houze, in the pre- 
senes of Schafer and’ Lizzy, and examined 
Schafet’s box, in which the shawl was dis- 
covered, which waa give’ to Lizzy.”
